Claims 4-7, 21-28 have been allowed. 
Claim 4 claims the following: 

A bipolar transistor wherein the base region includes a punch-through stop region of the 
second conduction type adj acent to the emitter region, and wherein the free carrier density of the 
punch-through stop layer where no depletion layer is formed is smaller than the space charge 
density of a depletion layer formed in the punch-through stop layer. 

Claim 21 claims the method of making the transistor in claim 4. 

The claimed characteristics of the bipolar transistor and the method of making such a 
transistor are neither rendered obvious nor taught by the prior arts.
